Participating  in  The  Guys  has  been  an  experience  like  no  other.  From  the  rehearsals  to 
putting  real  faces  to  the  men  described  in  the  script  to  the  final  performance,  this 
experience  has  changed  the  way  we  look  at  fire  halls  and  firefighters.  On  a  larger  scale, 
it  made  us  realize  that  there  are  so  many  layers  to  people  we  fail  to  see  when  viewing 
their  public  face  only.  Our  time  at  Station  44  in  Barrhaven  with  Firefighter  Terry 
Brennan  and  the  crew  was  crucial  to  the  success  of  the  play  and  to  developing  the 
depth  of  the  characters.  Actually,  meeting  the  guys  and  having  that  first-hand 
experience  of  firefighting  culture  was  invaluable  to  us,  and  the  guys  couldn't  have 
been  nicer,  more  down  to  earth  people.  It  helped  us  tremendously  to  put  human  faces 
to  the  play's  characters.  Bill,  Jimmy,  Patrick,  Barney  and  Dave,  and  to  really  experience 
what  goes  on  in  a  fire  hall  and  its  kitchen.  It  really  is  amazing  that  the  things  that  go 
on  in  each  firehouse  could  be  so  similar.  When  a  group  of  people  are  put  together  and 
are  subjected  to  severe  stress,  a  type  of  bond  forms  that,  regardless  of  language,  age 
or  sex,  is  unbelievably  strong  and  universal.  The  personalities  of  all  the  men  at  the 
firehouse  were  so  honest  and  open.  The  trust  that  they  have  in  one  another  resonates 
from  the  way  that  they  talk  and  work  together.  Everyone  knows  their  job  and  they  do 
them  without  any  questions  asked.  The  great  part  about  a  firehouse  is  there  is  no 
phony  behavior  because  there  is  simply  no  room  or  time  for  it.  It's  more  than  just  being 
a  team  because  each  person  has  to  trust  the  others  with  their  own  life.

The  Asbury  College  Exchange  with 
Asago,  Japan 

During  the  March  Break,  sixteen 
Ashbury  College  students  traveled  to 
Japan  to  take  part  in  a  unique  exchange 
program  with  Yasuda  Girls'  High  School 
in  Hiroshima  and  Asago  Middle  School 
in  Asago.  Our  preparation  for  this  trip 
had  begun  weeks  earlier,  when  we 
began  to  attend  noon  hour  lessons  to 
learn  some  basic  Japanese  phrases,  as 
well  as  the  intricacy  of  Japanese 
etiquette.  In  Japan  we  were  received 
everywhere  with  great  courtesy  and 
kindness.  Many  people  in  Japan  had 
worked  hard  to  ensure  that  the  Ashbury 
students  were  able  to  experience  some 
of  the  most  unique  and  beautiful  aspects 
of  Japanese  culture.  We  were  introduced 
to  the  playing  of  Japanese  musical 
instruments,  the  tea  ceremony,  ikebana 
flower  arrangement,  Japanese  martial 
arts,  calligraphy,  stone  seal  carving  and 
Zen  meditation.  Before  March  break, 
both  junior  and  senior  students  at 
Ashbury  had  folded  one  thousand 
origami  cranes,  in  memory  of  the 
children  who  were  victims  of  the  atomic 
bomb,  and  as  a  commitment  to  peace. 
We  were  privileged  to  be  the  bearers  of 
the  one  thousand  cranes  and  to  deliver 
them  to  Sadako's  statue  in  the  Hiroshima 
Peace  Park,  with  Mark  Ouseley  making 
the  presentation  speech.  (The  event  was 
broadcast  on  Hiroshima  TV,  and 
reported  in  the  Japanese  press.)  After 
Hiroshima,  we  traveled  to  Asago  and 
met  our  home-stay  families,  most  of 
whom  showered  us  with  gifts  and 
attention.  Being  able  to  live  with  a 
Japanese  family  gave  us  insights  into 
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Japan  that  you  simply  don't  get  as  an 
ordinary  tourist.  We  also  attended  some 
classes  at  Asago  Middle  School  and 
gave  a  presentation  at  the  school 
assembly.  Highlights  of  the  Asago  stay 
was  a  visit  to  Heimiji  castle  (  a  world 
heritage  site)  bus  trip  into  the  Japanese 
alps,  where  we  visited  a  twelfth  century 
temple  with  magnificent  painted 
screens.  On  a  lighter  note,  we  stopped 
at  hot  springs  where  you  could  step 
straight  from  the  snow  into  naturally 
hot  water.  (Amazingly,  none  of  the 
Ashbury  students  got  into  too  much 
hot  water  on  the  trip.)  On  our  last  day 
in  Asago,  we  were  guests  at  a  great 
"sayonara"  (good-bye)  party.  Our  final 
few  days  were  spent  in  Kyoto,  the 
ancient  cultural  capital  of  Japan.  Here 
we  visited  Japanese  gardens,  temples, 
and  shrines  that  were  awesome  in  their 
tranquility  and  beauty.  This  exchange 
brought  Junior  and  Senior  School 
students  together,  which  was  a 
(surprisingly  to  some)  great  feature.

Jane  Kennedy  grew  up  in  Ingonish, 
Nova  Scotia,  and  earned  a  business 
degree  from  the  University  of  Mount 
Saint  Vincent.  Headmaster  Bill  Joyce 
hired  Jane  as  a  full  time  teacher  in 
1973.

Throughout  her  career  at 
Ashbury  College,  Jane  Kennedy's 
focus  was  always  on  the  students. 
When  she  became  head  of  boarding, 
she  basically  adopted  85  students  for  a 
year.  Jane  cared  and  worried  about  her 
boarders  and  was  always  ready  to 
lend  a  willing  ear  to  their  concerns.  As 
Jane  returns  to  her  home  in  Nova 
Scotia,  her  colleagues,  her  students, 
and  all  her  friends  wish  her  a  long 
retirement  filled  with  good  health  and 
happy  memories.

Ms.  Sharon  McKay  came  to  Ashbury  in 
September  1983  to  be  the  weekend 
nurse.  This  was  the  first  year  we  had 
girls  in  boarding.
